Something old, Nothing new

This show is titled ‘Something old, Nothing new’ because that phrase 
expresses my opinion on the state of art and the effect of tradition on 


today’s society. Is it possible to use old ideas and make something new? 


When I started the graduate program I had an idea to challenge the way I 
made art by combining painting and sculpture. This led me to think about 
the way art was presented for viewing and to consider the format of a 
small desk frame enlarged to contain an image. The thesis work began when 


I used my wedding dress in the piece titled I did. The act of 


disassembling and ‘crucifying’ the dress was a great emotional release. 


It gave me the freedom to change my work by making it more personal. 


Of course, the work changed during the year. The first works in this 
series are dark (muted in color) and the later works are richer in color 
and brighter with the addition of electric light. They have changed from 
the frame format to that of a stage in the large works and a window in the 
small pieces. I continued to use women’s clothing and fabrics from 
household rooms (bedroom, kitchen, nursery) because they are associated 
with personal choices and the traditional roles of women. The very nature 
of the materials, the setting and the titles give you, the viewer, 
information which must be interpreted through personal experience and 


knowledge.
